due to the large amount of water va- 
pc_ that is carried on to the continents 
bordering this ocean, which are com­ 
paratively low where they front the 
sea.—Youth’s Companion.

Answer.—The Savior’s words, as con 
tained in Matthew' xix, 14, have been 
construed to mean that little children 
go direct to heaven, whereas the Mas 
ter w'as teaching that only those of 
His followers who would develop the 
childlike 
dispositions 
of 
meekness. 
trust and faith could enter into the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 
Matthew xviii. 
1-6, sets forth the same lesson more 
fully. 
A moment’s reflection on the 
general teachings of the Bible will lie 
sufficient to enable any one to realize 
that heavenly 
promises 
have 
been 
made only for the believers, “the over 
comers.” the “saints”—“the called and 
chosen and faithful.” (Revelation xvii, 
14.) 
It Is evident then that children 
are not called to a heavenly inher­ 
itance.

Answ'er.—The w'ord “coming” In the 
Scriptures, as applied to the Lord’s sec­ 
ond advent, would in many instances 
l>e more properly translated from the 
Greek by the word presence, for that Is 
the real significance of the; Greek word 
pnrousia. 
In Matthew xxiv, 37-39, the 
Lord explained that as it w’as In the 
days of Noah, so also it would be in 
the days of the presence (not “coming”) 
of the Son of map. 
The thought is 
that as the people in the time of Noah 
were going about engaged in the or­ 
dinary affairs of life, so it would be 
In the days of the presence of the 
Lord Jesus. 
The Lord stated at His 
first advent that He would leave the 
world and when He would return He 
would come as “a thief in the night,” 
and only those who would be watch­ 
ing would be aware of His presence 
up until “the time of trouble such as 
w as not since there was a nation,” and 
then His presence w'ould be revealed 
unto all people. 
During the thousand 
years of the Lord’s presence the phys­ 
ical conditions of the earth will be un­ 
dergoing a gradual transformation, un 
til by the close of the days of His 
presence the whole earth will have lie 
come as the Garden of Eden.

Answer.—The Scriptures teach that 
this earth is to lie glorified (TIabakkuk 
ii. 14; Matthew’ v. 35> when Paradise is 
restored (Acts iii. 19-21) and that it Is 
to be an everlasting habitation for man­ 
kind (Isaiah xiv, 18; Ecclesiastes i. 4i 
As to just w here and how and when the 
different members of the race will come 
forth, the Bible does not particularize. 
We may reasonably suppose, however, 
that in the awakening the people will; n ,rnrd 
come forth gradually, those having died 
the most recently being awakened first, 
and then the preceding generation next 
and so on back to father Adam and 
motlier Eve. We presume that clothes 
will be supplied them as they come 
forth, and that they will, In general. 
lie awakened In the locality of the 
place where they fell asleep, excep 
tions. of course, where some were 
drowned far out at sea. Doubtless they 
will eat and drink as in former days; 
we know' of uo teachings to the con­ 
trary. 
Many living at the time of the 
Lord’s return will, w’e believe, continue 
to live on, and may make their exist­ 
ence an eternal one by gradually at­ 
taining perfection, through obedience 
to the Lord and His gracious com­ 
mands.--Ezekiel xviii. 20, 23.

from the Psalms. 
(P.sa. €8:18.) 
The 
figure thus thrust before our mental 
eye is that of 
a 
great 
Conqueror 
whose victory is being heralded. With 
the Romans we know that it was a 
custom that generals returning from 
wars were granted what were termed 
“Triumphs"—‘that is to say, triumph­ 
al processions, that the people might 
have tangible evidence of their vic­ 
tories. 
Thus, for instance, Titus, returning 
from the war upon the Jews, in A. D. 


7 0 , brought with him certain notable 
persons, and the Golden Candlestick 
from the Temple, and these were dis­ 
played to the eyes of the people fol­ 
lowing the conqueror. They were sub­ 
sequently sculptured on the Arch of 
Titus, still standing in Rome. 
And 
evidently the custom was still older 
than the days of the Homans, since 
It was so phophetically set forth by 
the Prophet. David. 
Let us permit our mental eye to 
feast upon 
the scene presented 
in 
our text. Jesus, in fulfillment of the 
Divine Program, had left the heaven­ 
ly condition and descended to earth, 
taking a bondsman’s form or nature 
in order “that He, by the grace of 
God, might taste death 
for 
every 
man;" in drder that He might rescue 
Adam and his race from the dying 
and death condition in which they 
were— under 
Divine 
sentence 
and 
under the pow?er of Satan. 
Therefore the 
R edeem er 
counted 
not His life precious to 
Him, 
but 
freely delivered H im self up for our 
offenses 
and died, ‘‘the just 
for the 
unjust," 
that He might bring 
man­ 
kind back into harmony with God. 
H is humiliation ended in death, but 
H is triumph began when, as is re­ 
corded, God raised 
Him 
from 
the 
dead by 
His own power, and 
set him 
at the right hand of His own Majesty 
— “far above the angels, principali­ 
ties and powers and every name that 
is named." 
He That Ascended First Detcended. 
T he prophecy says nothing about 
our Lord’s descending from the heav­ 
enly glory to the earthly nature, but 
St. Paul supplies this feature saying, 
“He that ascended, what is it but 
that H e 
first 
descended 
into 
the 
lower condition of the earth?" 
Thus 
the Apostle asserts that He that de­ 
scended is He that ascended above 
all heights, that all thiugs may be 
fulfilled through Him. 
An imi>ortant thought here noted 
is that our Lord not only left the 
heavenly glory, hut that He returned 
to a still more excellent glory— He 
did not suffer the disastrous loss of 
the heavenly nature as a result of 
H is obedience in taking the human 
nature. 
As He left 
the 
heavenly 
nature to take the human, so in le- 
turning He left the human nature to 
ascend again to that which He had 
before, with the additional glory of 
the divine nature. 
Leading Forth the Captives. 
W ith m ost of he conquerors in old­ 
en tim es the captives 
were 
made 
slaves. 
Not so. however, will he the 
result of Jesu s’ victory. 
He leads 
forth to liberty and eternal life those 
who have been slaves 
of 
sin 
and 
death. 
H is train of captives is a long

Governors and princes 
w'ould be needed and he would dis­ 
pense the honors of these offices to 
those found faithful in his service, 
loyal in the defense of His cause. So 
in 
this 
prophetic 
reference to our 
lo r d ’s ascension it is declared, not 
only that He would lead forth a mul­ 
titude of captives, granting them free­ 
dom, liberty, blessings, but also that 
He would conter certain gifts. 
We might nave spent valuable time 
guessing 
the 
nature of these gilts 
which the great Redeemer would dis­ 
pense, but such a w ase of time is un­ 
necessary, since the Apostle proceeds 
to explain the matter and tells us 
what gifts are meant. 
He says. “And 
He gave some Apostles 
,and some
